lim e * objects to it as a measure “ in the inter­ 
est of barbarism.” It thinks the police can 
be trusted to take care of the class of offend­ 
ers named. 
It does not care, of course, 
what becomes of the wife-beatcr. 
But it 
does not wish the law put on a level with 
him by lifting its hand in cruelty as he has 
lifted it at home. 
The surprising thing about this business is 
that so many wives who lind themselves al 
lied to brutal husbands submit to the torture 
They have pluck and courage in dealing with 
other ruffians. In Southern Indiana last week 
a gang of White Caps came to the dwelling 
of a notorious wife-beater and attempted to 
enter. 
The wife met them at the door with 
a pistol in her hand and ordered them to 
leave. 
In the meantime the craven husband 
was making good his escape through a back 
window in his night clothes. 
They tried 
to force nn entrance, but the plucky woman 
resisted them and actually emptied four bar 
rels of her weapon into the crowd before 
they departed. 
When they did so two of 
their number had to be carried on the shoul 
ders of other men, having been severely and 
perhaps fatally wounded. 
The woman had 
saved her tyrant from the torture intended 
for him, but a more terrible punishment was 
dealt out. 
When found he was unconscious 
and so badly frozeu that both of his legs had 
to be amputated, and he was likely to lose 
his nose. 
Had his wife shown a very small 
fraction of the pluck in dealing with him 
that she displayed in defending him from 
punishment that should have been well laid 
on, she would have secured a peaceful home 
and a respectful and obedient husband. 
An instance of another kind took place 
near New York several years ago. 
The wife 
had endured the cruelties of her husband till 
patience was exhausted. 
So one morning 
when he undertook to renew his usual course 
of discipline, she drew a pistol from her dress 
and inflicted a wound from which he died in 
a few hours. 
Of course she had to be 
brought into Court. 
In explaining the trans 
action she told in a vivid manner how long 
and patiently she had submitted, until he had 
come to indulge in beating her as a sort of 
pastime. 
And she added: “ He was never so 
surprised in his life as when I hauled off and 
popped him.” The court acquitted her, and 
she went forth to enjoy all the liberty of a 
conspicuous widow. 
A lighter dose a few 
years earlier would have saved his life, and 
made him a comfort and support to her, in­ 
stead of an unendurable tormentor. 
Not many laws are going to be enacted for 
the punishment of wife beaters as they de­ 
serve. 
Rut the cases mentioned, and others 
that might be cited, show conclusively that 
the courts recognize the right of the woman 
to protect herself, even if she has to take the 
life of her persecutor. 
In the great majority 
of cases there is little likelihood that this will 
happen, because the woman is dependent on 
her husband, and cannot see her way clear 
for the support of herself and children after 
he is gone. 
This is also the reason why so 
many wives liear their wrongs in silence, 
rather than have their husbands locked up in 
the penitentiary for a time. 
They would be 
even more silent and cautious about giving 
the wretches away, if exposure were to bring 
tlrem to the agony and shame of the whip­ 
ping post.

President Arthur tendered a simi­ 
lar compliment to Mr. Cleveland four years 
ago, on the evening before inauguration day, 
but the latter pleaded business engagements 
and did not accept. 
It is likely, however, 
that if his present wife had been Mrs. Cleve­ 
land then, he woidd have been found with 
her at Gen. Arthur’s table. 
Marriage has 
been useful to Mr. Cleveland in transforming 
him from 
the 
busy 
and 
always 
pre­ 
occupied lawyer or public officer to some­ 
thing of a society 
man. 
The 
courtesy 
of last evening will be noticed with gratifica­ 
tion by the people generally, for it indicates 
the ability of the out going President to bear 
up cheerfully and courteously under what is 
supposed to be a great disappointment. 
The 
people of Washington will remember him 
with a more kindly feeling than if he had 
gone out of office like J ohn Adams, who hur­ 
ried borne without waiting to witness the in­ 
auguration of J efferson, or like Andrew’ 
J ohnson, who would not ride in the carriage 
with Grant. 
And Gen. Harrison is not like­ 
ly to treat with harshness or disregard any 
special favor that he may ask from the suc­ 
ceeding administration. 
Mr. Cleveland is described as being at his 
best yesterday during the hand shaking in the 
East Room. 
The room was crowded, and 
two-thirds of the callers were women. A few 
of these bowed their heads upon Mrs. Cleve­ 
land’s shoulders and shed tears, but there 
were no symptoms of sorrow ? among the 
White House family. 
Mrs. Cleveland and 
Mrs. Folsom both 
maintained unbroken 
smiles, and Mr. Cleveland allowed his lunch­ 
eon to get cold while he greeted the guests, 
lie had cheerful words in reply to all who 
addressed him, and to one who remarked that 
he looked remarkably well he responded that 
If wotk was healthy he ought to feel well 
It may be difficult for many to believe, and 
yet it is a fact, that this laying down of the 
cares of office, after having been looked up­ 
on for the necessary length of time as nn un­ 
avoidable fact, begins to be regarded by 
every person of ordinary ambition with a 
sense of relief and a longing for the life that 
is ready beyond it. 
Mr. Cleveland’s task has 
been a laborious as well as responsible one, 
for he could not avoid 1hc habit of looking 
after details which had been formed in the 
law office and in minor official positions. 
The social duties of Mrs. Cleveland have also 
been so exacting as to occasion surprise that 
the school girl of four years ago has not 
become a prematurely old woman.

QUAY’S CABINET PROGRAM. 


A hill has been introduced in the Pennsyl­ 
vania Legislature to establish a whipping 
post 
for wife-bcatcrs. 
The 
Philadelphia 
lim e* objects to it as a measure “ in the inter­ 
est of barbarism .” 
It thinks the police can 
be trusted to take care of the class of offend­ 
ers named. 
It does not care, of course, 
w hat becomes of the wife-bcater. 
But it 
does not wish the law put on a level with 
him by lifting its hand in cruelty as he lias 
lifted it at borne. 
The surprising thing about this business is 
that so many wives who llnd themselves al­ 
lied to brutal husbands submit to the torture. 
They have pluck and courage in dealing with 
other ruffians. In Southern Indiana last week 
a gang of W hite Caps came to the dwelling 
of a notorious wifc-beater and attempted to 
enter. 
The wife met them at the door with 
a pistol in her hand and ordered them to 
leave. 
In the meantime the craven husband 
was m aking good his escape through a back 
window in his night clothes. 
They tried 
to force an entrance, hut the plucky woman 
resisted them and actually emptied four bar­ 
rels of her weapon into the crowd before 
they departed. 
When they did so two of 
their number had to be carried on the shoul 
ders of other men, having been severely and 
perhaps fatally wounded. 
The woman had 
saved her tyrant from the torture intended 
for him , but a more terrible punishment was 
dealt out. 
W hen found he was unconscious 
and so badly frozeu that both of his legs had 
to be am putated, and he was likely to lose 
his nose. 
Had his wife shown a very small 
fraction of the pluck in dealing with him 
that she displayed in defending him from a 
punishm ent that should have been well laid 
on, she would have secured a peaceful home 
and a respectful and obedient husband. 
An instance of another kind took place 
near New Y ork several years ago. 
The wife 
had endured the cruelties of her husband till 
patience was exhausted. 
So one morning 
when he undertook to renew his usual course 
of discipline, she drew a pistol from her dress 
and inflicted a wound from which he died in 
a few hours.

The Times to-ilay in its leading editorial 
quotes in full the apology tendered bv A ttor­ 
ney-General W ebster before the Parnell Com­ 
mission for the publication of the forged let­ 
ters and continues: 
“ W e desire to endorse as appropriate every 
word of the foregoing statement. 
It is our 
wish as it is our duty to do so. 
Moreover, 
Mr: Parnell, having in the witness box said 
that the letters are forgeries, we accept in 
every respect the truth of that statement. In 
these circumstances we deem it right to ex­ 
press our regret, most fully and sincerely, at

. c l Mr. Ia rn c lls or to use them in evidence 
come to indulge in beating her as a sort of 
pastime. 
And she added: “ lie was never so 
surprised in bis life as when I hauled off and 
popped him .” 
The court acquitted her, and 
she went forth to enjoy all the liberty of a 
conspicuous widow. 
A lighter dose a few 
years earlier would have saved his life, and 
made him a comfort and support to lier, in­ 
stead of an unendurable tormentor. 
N ot many laws are going to he enacted for 
the punishm ent of wife beaters as they de­ 
serve. 
But the cases mentioned, and others 
that m ight be cited, show conclusively that 
the courts recognize the right of the woman 
to protect herself, even if she lias to take the 
life of her persecutor. 
In the great majority 
of cases there is little likelihood that this will 
happen, because the woman is dependent on 
her husband, and cannot see her way clear 
for the support of herself and children after 
he is gone. 
This is also the reason why so 
m any wives liear their wrongs in silence, 
rather than have their husbands locked up in 
the penitentiary for a time. 
They would he 
even more silent and cautious about giving 
the wretches away, if exposure were to bring 
tiiem to the agony and shame of the whip­ 
ping post. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


It was a graceful act on the part of Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland to entertain at din­ 
ner last evening President-elect Harrison and 
his wife. 
President A rthur tendered a simi­ 
lar com plim ent to Mr. Cleveland four years 
ago, on the evening before inauguration day, 
but the latter pleaded business engagements 
and did not accept. 
It is likely, however, 
that if bis present wife had been Mrs. Cleve­ 
land then, he would have been found with 
her at Gen. A rthur’s table. 
Marriage has 
been useful to Mr. Cleveland in transforming 
him from 
the 
busy 
and 
nlways 
pre­ 
occupied lawyer or public officer to some­ 
thing of a society 
man. 
The 
courtesy 
of Inst evening will be noticed with gratifica­ 
tion by the people generally, for it indicates 
the ability of the out-going President to hear 
up cheerfully and courteously under what is 
supposed to be a great disappointment. 
The 
people of Washington will remember him 
with a more kindly feeling than if lie had 
gone out of office like John Adams, who hur­ 
ried borne without waiting to witness the in­ 
auguration of Jefferson, or like Andrew 
Johnson, who would not ride in the carriage 
with Grant. 
And Gen. Harrison is not like­ 
ly to treat with harshness or disregard any 
special favor that lie may ask from the suc­ 
ceeding administration. 
Mr. Cleveland is described as being at liis 
best yesterday during the hand shaking in the 
East Room. 
The room was crowded, and 
tw o-thirds of the callers were women. A few 
of these bowed tbeir heads upon Mrs. Cleve­ 
land’s shoulders and shed tears, but (here 
were no symptoms of sorrow Jamong the 
W hite House family. 
Mrs. Cleveland and 
Mrs. Folsom both 
maintained 
unbroken 
smiles, and Mr. Cleveland allowed his lunch­ 
eon to get cold while he greeted the guests. 
He had cheerful words in reply to all who 
addressed him, and to one who remarked that 
he looked remarkably well he rcspouded that 
If work was healthy he ought to feel well. 
It may be difficult for many to believe, and 
yet it is a fact, that this laying down of the 
cares of office, after having been looked up­ 
on for the necessary length of time as an un­ 
avoidable tact, begins to be regarded by 
every person of ordinary ambition with a 
sense of relief and a longing for the life that 
is ready beyond it. 
Mr. Cleveland’s task lias 
been a laborious as well as responsible one, 
for he could not avoid the habit of looking 
after details which had been formed in the 
law office and in minor official positions. 
The social duties of Mrs. Cleveland have also 
been so exacting as to occasion surprise that 
the school girl of four years ago has not 
become a prematurely old woman. 
Both 
President and wife have been subjected to 
immense physical and mental strain, and 
hare without doubt encountered mauy perils. 
They are now to be released and allowed to 
indulge in the freedom accorded to every 
American in private life. The solicitude of 
the nation is to be exercised in behalf of the 
coining man from this time forth. 
W e hope 
believe that he will be an abler, fairer 


against him. 
This expression of regret in­ 
cludes also the letters falsely attributed to 
Mr. Eagan, Mr. Davitt, and Mr. O’Kelly. 
“ It is scarcely fitting now to enter into the 
circumstances under which we received and 
published them. 
W e are bound, however, to 
point out that Pigott was not the person with 
whom we communicated. 
Moreover, we 
m ust add that we firmly believed that the let­ 
ters were genuine until the disclosures made 
by Pigott ou cross examination. 
“ It must lie evident to all reasonable persons 
that if a conspiracy existed, the Times was 
victimized by, and not a party to it. 
Errors 
in judgm ent may have been committed, and 
for them the penalty must be paid. 
It must 
be clearly understood that what we have done 
is altogether upon our own motion and our 
own responsibility and in the public interest 
alone. 
T his withdrawal, of course, refers 
exclusively to the letters obtained from P ig­ 
ott. ” 


TH E TIM ES THROW S U P T H E SPONGE. 
I From the New York Sun to-day.] 
The London Time* lias stop]>ed the sale of 
its libellous pam phlet entitled “ Parnellism 
and Crim e,” and its counsel lias been forced 
to w ithdraw the pretended Parnell letters 
from the consideration of the Commission.

A DOMESTIC QUESTION. 


A bill has been introduced in the Pennsyl­ 
vania Legislature to establish a whipping 
post 
for wife healers. 
The Philadelphia 
Time* objects to it as a measure “ in the inter­ 
est of barbarism.” It thinks the police cnn 
be trusted to take care of the class of offend­ 
ers named. 
It does not care, of course, 
what becomes of the wife beater. 
Rut it 
does not wish the law put on a level with 
him by lifting its hand in cruelty as he has 
lifted it at home. 
The surprising thing about this business is 
that so many wives who lind themselves a1 
lied to brutal husbands submit lo the torture. 
They have pluck and courage in dealing with 
other ruffians. In Southern Indiana last week 
a gang of White Caps came to the dwelling 
of a notorious wifc-itcater and attempted to 
enter. 
The wife met them at the door with 
n pistol in her hand and ordered them to 
leave. 
In the meantime the craven husband 
was making good his escape through a back 
window in his night clothes. 
They tried 
to force nn entrance, but the plucky woman 
resisted them and actually emptied four bar­ 
rels of her weapon into the crowd before 
they departed. 
When they did ho two of 
their number had to be carried on the shoul­ 
ders of other men, having l>ccn severely and 
perlui|»s fatally wounded. 
The woman had 
saved her tyrant from the torture intended 
for him, but a more terrible punishment was 
dealt out. 
When found he wns unconscious 
and so badly frozeu that both of his legs had 
to be amputated, ami he was likely to lose 
his nose. 
Had his wife shown a very small 
fraction of the pluck in dealing with him 
that she displayed in defending him from 
punishment that should have been well laid 
on, she would have secured a peaceful home 
and a respectful and obedient husband. 
An instance of another kind took place 
near New York several years ago. 
The wife 
had endured the cruelties of her husband till 
patience was exhausted. 
So one morning 
when he undertook to renew his usual course 
of discipline, she drew a pistol from her dress 
and inflicted a wound from which he died in 
a few hours. 
Of course she had to be 
brought into Court. 
In explaining the trans 
action she told in a vivid manner how long 
and patiently she had submitted, until he had 
come to indulge in beating her as a sort of 
pastime. 
And she added: “ lie was never so 
surprised in his life as when I hauled off and 
popped him." The court acquitted lier, and 
•he went forth to enjoy all the li!>erty of 
conspicuous widow. 
A lighter dose a few 
years earlier would have saved his life, and 
made him a comfort and support to her, in­ 
stead of an unendurable tormentor. 
Not many laws are going to lie enacted for 
the punishment of wife beaters as they de­ 
serve. 
Rut the eases mentioned, aud others 
that might bo cited, show conclusively that 
the courts recognize the right of the woman 
to protect herself, even if she has to take the 
life of lier persecutor. 
In the great majority 
of cases there is little likelihood that this will 
happen, because the woman is dependent on 
ber husband, and cannot see her w ay clear 
for the support of herself and children after 
he is gone. 
This is also the reason why so 
many wives lioar their wrongs in silence, 
rather than have their husbands locked up in 
the penitentiary for a time. 
They would lie 
even more silent and cautious alxiut giving 
the wretches away, lf exposure were to bring 
tl»cm to the agony and shame of the whip­ 
ping post. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


It was a graceful act on the part of Pres! 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland to entertain at din 
nor last evening President-elect Harrison and 
his wife. 
President Arthur tendered a Simi 
lar compliment to Mr. Cleveland four years 
ago, on the evening before inauguration day 
but the latter pleaded business engagements 
and did not accept. 
It is likely, however 
that if his present wife had been Mrs. Cleve 
land then, he would have been found with 
her at Gen. Arthur’s table. 
Marriage lins 
liecn useful to Mr. Cleveland in transforming 
him from 
the 
busy 
and 
nlways 
pre 
occupied lawyer or public officer to some 
thing of a society 
man. 
The 
courtesy 
of last evening will be noticed with grutiflca 
lion by the people generally, for it indicates 
the ability of the out going President to I ear 
up cheerfully and courteously under what is 
supposed to tie a great disappointment. 
The 
people of Washington will remember him 
with a more kindly feeling than if he had 
gone out of office like John Adams, who bur 
Heil borne wtlhout waiting to witness the in 
auguratiou of Jefferson, or like Andrew 
Johnson, who would not Hdc in the carriage 
with Grant. 
And Gen. Harrison is not like 
ly to treat with harshness or disregard any 
special favor that he may ask from the sue 
ceiling administration. 
Mr. Cleveland is described as being at his 
best yesterday during the hand shaking in the 
East Room. 
The room was crowded, and 
two-thirils of (he callers were women. A few 
of these bowed their heads upon Mrs. Cleve­ 
land's shoulders and shell tears, but there 
were no symptoms of sorrow Jnmong the 
White House family. 
Mrs. Cleveland and 
Mrs. Folsom both 
maintained unbroken 
smiles, and Mr. Cleveland allowed his lunch­ 
eon to get cold while he greeted the guests. 
Ile had cheerful words in reply to all who 
addressed him, and to one who remarked that 
he looked remarkably well he responded that 
if work was healthy he ought to feel well. 
It may be difficult for many to believe, aud 
yet it is a fact, that this laying down of the 
can's of office, after having been looked up­ 
on for the necessary length of time as an un­ 
avoidable tact, begins to be regarded by 
every person of ordinary ambition with a 
sense of relief and a longing for the life that 
is ready beyond it. 
Mr. Cleveland’s task has 
been a laborious na well as responsible one, 
for he could not avoid the habit of looking 
after details which had been formed in the 
law office and In minor official positions. 
The social duties of Mrs. Cleveland have also 
been so exacting as to occasion surprise that 
the school girl of four years ago has not 
become a prematurely old woman. 
Both 
President and wife have been subjected to 
Immense physical and mental strain, and 
have without doubt encountered many perils. 
They are now to be released aud allowed to 
indulge in the freedom accorded to every 
American in private life. 
The solicitude of 
the nation is to be exercised in behalf of the 
corning man from this time forth. 
We hope 
believe that he hr ll I be en abler, fairer 


and lees partisan President. 
But we can 
only hope in addition to this that he will go 
through his term as safely anil peaceably as 
Mr. Cleveland has done, and depart from the 
White House for his home in equally good 
health and spirits. 


QUAY'S CABINET P BOGH AM. 


According to the New York Pre**'* Wash­ 
ington special, Senator Quay is so anxious to 
have all disagreements in New York settled 
that lie Is willing to give this state two port­ 
folios in Harrison's Cabinet. 
On the arrival 
of Mr. Morton yesterday tho information wns 
given out that ex Senator Piatt was willing 
to accept the Navy Department. Quay's plan 
was to give Plait the Postoffice Department, 
and 
when Harrison 
objected 
that 
he 
hail 
already 
selected 
Mr. 
Wanamnkcr 
for 
the 
place, 
Quay 
suggested 
the 
transfer 
of 
the 
Philadelphian 
to the Interior. 
He met the objection that 
Wanamnkcr is not a lawyer by recalling the 
fact that Zach. Chandler, also no luwycr, 
made one of the l>cst Interior Secretaries the 
country ever had, and that he paid out of his 
own purse $5,000 a year 
to 
an 
able 
lawyer from his own state to induce him to 
serve as Solicitor of the Department. 
And in 
order to clear the way still further, he sug­ 
gested that Noble, who had Ix-on intended 
for the Interior, could l>c made Attorney 
General. 
Gen, Harrison, it is snid, gave Quay but 
little encouragement. However, if his plan is 
adopted, the impression prevails that Platt 
will be made Postmaster General and War 
nor Miller Secretary of the Navy. 
It is to be presumed, however, that the 
President-elect has the make up of the Cab! 
net well settled in his mind. 
Ile is lo an 
nounce it within the next (Ive days. 
We 
have refrained from the noisy clamor over 
the demands of New York lu-cause of an un­ 
shaken belief that Gen. Harrison would give 
the state that nominated and elected him a 
place in the Cabinet. 
One New Yorker will 
be there, possibly two.
